Dave Morgan was bound over Monday 
to await the action of the Jefferson 
County grand jury on the killing of 
Deputy Sheriff Bert Edwards at Crystal 
about 2 miles south of St. Louis. 
Saturday night. +s Coroner Hensley or- 
dered him heid after hearing — test}- 
Halpenny, Morgan's companion at. the 
time of the shooting, was not held.’ 

It developed in the testimony that 
after Edwards had been shot down by 
Morgan, he turned his reyolver on Mor- 
gan and Halpenny and wounded both. 

Halpenny was shot in the chest an: 
dangerously wounded, and Morgan was 
shot in the hip. Both have been sent, it 
is said at Crystal City, to hospitals in 
St. Louis. The St. Louis police have 
not been notified of their arrival here. 

Edwards was killed on a Viaduct over 
the Frisco railroad tracks near the 
Postoffice about 6:30 p. m, Saturday. 
Morgan and Halpenny were iron work- 
ers employed by the Pittsburg Plate 
Glass Co. They had been drinking free- 
ly around the Crystal City galoons for 
several days and threatening trouble. 

it was anticipated that there would 
be trouble Saturday night, andthe ‘pro- 
prietor of a ,saioon in which. the. two 
men had beén drinking sent for a- 
wards to preserve order, Morgan and 
Halpenny left the saloon just before 
Edwards got there. They saw him come 
out of the saloon and start: toward the 
viaduct, and fired several shots from 
their rerene> o< 

Morgan is said to have remarked that 
he had one more bullet for awerde 
When the Deputy Sheriff was in the 
him.

WASHINGION, Dec. wW.—Prasident 
Roosevelt's fervid defiance of Congress 
in relation to the discharge of thegnegro 
soldiers of the Twenty-fifth Infantry for 
shooting up Brownsville, Tex., delivered 
through his press agents Saturday aft- 
ernoon, aroused only languid interest 
among the few senators and repre- 
sentatives who remain in the city for 

the ‘ holidays. 

He was more cautious than usual in 
giving out this statement. Usually he 
sends for most of the correspondents 
of Republican newspapers. This time he 
chose only the trustiest four, and he 
talked to them in the inner sanctuary. 
The propositions he laid down are these: 

If, ‘after the congressional investiga- 
‘tion, Gongress passes a bill reinstating 
the negro soldiers to the army from 
which he discharged them without hon- 
or, he will veto the bill. 

If Congress then passes the bill over 
his veto the President will seek to nul- 
lifvy it through executive action until 
the whole affair can be passed upon by 
the Supreme Court. 

‘Then, if Congress desires to impeach 
him, the President will gladly shout: 
“Impeach me, so we can have this mat- 
ter sifted to the bottom.” 


Confession of Weakness. 

Of course, all this is far-fetched and 
a bit hysterical. It is merely the Pres- 
jident’s way of saying to Congress that 
he feels he is right on the merits of the 
ease of the discharge of the negro sol- 
diers and that he will fight to a finish. 
It is a notification to offset a far-reach- 
ing effect of Senator Foraker’s speech 
made in the Senate last Thursday, just 
as the giving out at the White meee

LYDE FITCH of New York and Henry Blossom of 8t. Louis, both vastly 
8 successful playwrights, sat together in a Century box last night like 
twin cherries on a parent stem while Fitch’s new play, ‘‘The Straight 
Road,” was receiving its premiere production at the hands of Miss Blanche 
Walsh and her capable company. Between the third and fourth acts Mr. 
Fitch left the box, hastened behind the scenes and then, appearing on the stag? 
in response to calls of “Author!” “Fitch!” “Speech!” made a neat little 
address, thanking St. Louis playgoers for their friendly reception - of his 
work and wishing us ‘‘one and all’ &@ merry Christmas. Mr. Blossom, 
left blooming alone in the box, applauded enthusiastically, so did the 
audience, calling then for Miss Walsh, and Miss Walsh, too, answered the 
call, saying that all the applause Was really for Mr. Fitch, as 
wrote the play, while she and her fellow-players merely interpreted it. 
Mr. Fitch did write the play, and I was glad to see a St. Lou's house 
Sive it the friendliest of welcomes and ace¢ord to its author the custom- 
ary first-night courtesies, even though ‘The Straight Road’ is not nearly 
SO g00d as many other plays that Mr. Fitch has written and will not add 
to skillful dramatist. It lacks constructive strength and 
central motive. In its earlier scenes it is as tamely didac- 
tic as a Sunday School story, concerning itself with the efforts of one 
woman to reform another. Then it suddenly becomes intensely melodra- 
matic when two women get all tangled up over the sweetheart of the soul- 
and the latter inconsistently abandons the saving of a soul 
jealous rage to save a sweetheart. This change of attitude 
from the spiritual to the crassly material lasts through the better 
part of two acts, almost as full of melodrama as any old-time Bow- 
ery offering, with a very “risky” scene, verging on the offensive, thrown in 
for good measure. Following this comes a fourth final act of undiluted 
bathos, in which a lame little boy and tremolo music from the or- 
chestra are {neffectively used «to play on the emotions of the house, every- 
body forgives nearly everybody else, the heroine of the story is so fully ‘‘re- 
deemed’ from drunkenness that she cOnsents to marry the bartender who is to 
five her a home from the profits gained by a still unabandoned pandering ‘to 
the appetites of drunkards, and the curiain goes down on the scene of the sa- 
loon keeper’s bliss. hereafter, the redeemed heroine is to be made happy and 
prosperous from the revenue of the Houston street dramshop of which her hus- 
band is the proprietor. 

It isn’t at all strange that this sort of story of the “redemption” of a 
woman's soul fails to be very convincing, as an ethical teaching, to an av- 
erage audience, and Mr. Fitch cannot reasonably expect his Mary O’Hara— 
or “Houston Street Moll,” as she is commonly Known—to make a strong 
appeal to popular favor. She's a likable enough virago, in her way. with a 
soft spot in her heart for children, and at one moment in the play it seems 
us if she is really to grow into a big figure as the central character in a 
story of spiritual uplifting, but; even though Mr. Fitcn makes her knee] and 
pray to a Madonna and child at a critical moment of her story, he fails 
thereafter to carry her far enough on “the straight road’ to complete tWe 
figure of regeneration which had been inferentially promised—and right 
there is where the story of the saving of Molly O'Hara falls down. For it 
isn’t to be supposed for a minute that Miss Thompson, the _ settlement 
worker, would be content with such an “arrested development” sort of sal- 
vation as leaves Molly aiding and abetting a husband whose vigorous com- 
plaint throughout the entire play is that Miss Thompson's reform work in 
the slums threatens to “put him out of business.”” And it doesn’t at all heip 
matters that this same saloonkeeper, himself unregenerate to the end, is 
made the most likable, honest and manly chap in the whole cast—indeed, 
this helps more than ever to knock the ethical teaching of the play higher 
than Gilderoy’s kite—and its ethical value is the only excuse for being that 
such a story as thgs of Molly O'Hara's life possesses. 

The trouble is Mhat Mr. Fitch gives us so much of the muck of the slums in 
his story that one instinctively resents its ineffectual ending. There's any 
amount of good, hard slum swearing and offensive suggestion in the play—-the 
air fairly reeks with profanity from the lips of women as well as men at one 
point, and at another, that of the meeting of Douglas Aines and Moll O'Hara in 
the girl’s room, the atmosphere of assignation is distinctly shocking-—and it 
calls for a very great play from a great and true moralist to make such things 
pardonable. Mr. Fitch's play is not great, and Mr. Fitch himself seems to have 
forgotten, or never to have perceived, what was demanded of him as an excuse 
for his play's being and, as a result, both his play and himself must be con- 
demned on the very standard set by the avowed motive of the play as indicated 
in its beginnings. The logic of the situation is inexorable. 

Miss Walsh makes so forcible a character of Mary O'Hara that it’s an ad- 
ditional pity that the character itself never really ‘‘gets anywhere’ on its ap- 
pointed course. If there had been any real renunciation or sacrifice or suffer- 
ing or final triumph for Moll O'Hara’s spiritual development, the Walsh crea- 
tion would then receive a crowning glory fittingly repaying the player for her 
hard work in the role, but, unfortunately, these things are lacking. The play 
begins in bluster, aquilminates in melodrama and ends in hathos, as I have al- 
ready said, and not at any time do we get aught but a superficial aspect of its 
central figure. It will be impossible for Miss Walsh to make a profound im- 
pression as Moll O'’Hara—she hasn’t got the psychological material with which 
to achieve this end. 

In the role of Miss Thompson, the Settlement worker, Dorothy Dorr does 
quite a clever bit of work, making the most of a role that is more or less con- 
ventional. Charles Dalton is strong and rudely picturesque as Bill Hubbell, the 
saloon keeper; Howard Estabrook makes a polished young scoundrel of Doug- 
las Aines, Louise Closser acquits herselt creditably in the ingenue role of Miss 
Lanner, and Helen Lowell does her best with the routine Irish comedy part of

WIPING OUT THE NAUGHTY MICROBE. 
URELY the day has come when one of our noble-hearted. philanthropists 
S should be founding a Refuge for Friendless Bacteria? In this, we, think 
is a timely suggestion to sume of those wealthy elderly gentlemen who 
have discovered that there are no ticket speculators outside the Needles’ Eye, 
and that any camel heavily laden with Homestead Strike Memoirs or Standard 
Oil Certificates may have trouble negotiating the passage. We have enough 
public libraries dotted over this fair land to supply every workingman with all 
the copies of Ibsen he wants. Let us, therefore, be doing something for the 

cause of the microbe. 

Anyone who reads the medical journals regularly is bound to conclude that 
there will soon be a pressing need of a suitable retreat for decimated and dis- 
possessed germlets..

GENTLEMEN 
it is our custom to address you each year at the time of our 
Superintendents’ Convention. Usually this is held about the middle of 
January, and the’ topic of the BULLETIN is naturally the Annual Statement 
of the Company. This year the Superintendents meet in convention the 
middle of December, and obviously the record of the year is not made up, 
and it would. be premature to set forth the progress of the Company in its 
business and finances. We shall have something very pleasant to say to 
you before we close about what you have accomplished; but our immediate 

object is to tell you about our plans for next year. 


INDUSTRIAL DEPARTMENT 

You have known from numerous addresses, both oral and written, what 
our ambition has been for vears in the Industrial part of our business. You 
will bear us witness that our treatment of the policy-holdérs has been one 
of progressive liberality ever.since the present administration of the Com- 
pany began. The very first vear of its incumbency Paid-up policies—there- 
tofore unknown to Industrial insurance in this country—were announced; 
and every year since then something has been done for Industrial policy- 
holders beyond any promise made in the policies. Bulle‘in No. 195 sets forth 
these concessions and bounties up to its date and since then the successive 
years have been marked by progressive gifts and benefits offered to policy- 
holders; and this year the Company has been disbursing the enormous sum 
of about two millions of dollars In voluntary dividends upon non-participat- 
ing Industrial policies; bringing the total amount of unprom!sed dividends in 
12 years to about ten millions of dollars to Industrial policy-holders in the 
form of dividends on premiums, dividends on death claims and increases of 
benefits upon existing policies. 

We ‘have been enabled to accomplish this work all these years by steady 
improvements in business methods, by steady extensions of business terri- 
tory, by steady additions to insurance in force, by watchfulness in ae 
and taking care of business, resulting in a decreasing death rate, decreas- 
ingg lapse rate and decreasing expense rate. These improvements we have 
announced to you from vear to year; but perhaps from this very fact—the'ir 
‘gradual, steady progressiveness—you have failed to grasp their full signifi- 
cance, Yet year by year we have told you our aim—to reduce expenses, to 
improve the death rate, to better the policies, to distribute the surplus, so 
that each. year a larger proportionate amount could be returned to policy- 
holders and a emaller proportionate amount used in expenses. 

Within the last few vears our disbursements for death claims have been 
so continuously and markedly less in proportion to income and our im- 
provements in ratio of expenses shown so steady an improvement, that we 
thought the time had come to make a scientific resurvey, so to speak, of the 
technica] features of the business. We have made investigations into our 
mortality and drawn off into various periods our experience of mortality. 
The mortality tables upon which our present tables are founded were taken 
from the experience of 1890-1894. A comparison of this with tables taken 
from the experience of other periods has shown a steady improvement in 
mortality. In the case of children the result is really startling. Take, for in- 
stance, age two next birthday. Our present table shows 49.3 deaths per 
thousand; a table 1896-19 shows but 36.9; age three the figures are respec- 
tively 32 and 24.3; age five 16 and 9.8; age ten 5.5 and 3.8, and this improve- 
ment runs through the Infantile table. As to adults there is also a marked 
improvement. 

These facts convince us that the time has come to construct-new tables 
of benefits founded upon our experience of 1896-19; and we are confirmed 
in our conviction by the fact that a table drawn from the vears 1901-1906 
shows a better experience than that of the full decade. And it sems to us 
just to base these tables upon the experience of white lives; and to give bene- 
fits based upon the improvement which we feel certain is permanent. How 
great this improvement is we illustrate by a few figures comparing the tab!> 
upon which our present benefits are based with a table of white lives for the 
last 10 years. Deaths per thousand: Age 2 next birthday 49.3, reduced to 
34.7; age 3 8 to 225, age 4 21.5 to 13.2; age 5 16 to 9.5; aged 10 5.5 to 3.4: 
age 2010.5 to 7.1; age 3015.7 to 11.1; age 40 19.5 to 14.3. The other elemen; 
besides mortally involved in a table of benefits is of course the expense. 
As you know, our ratio of expense to premium income has been falling for 
some years; this year the reduction has been phenomenal and will reach, 
we think, by the end of the year, three per cent! This alone means a saving 
of nearly one and a half millions of dollars! We shall show a lower ratio of 
expense for 1906 than has been experienced by any industrial company in 
the world.

One other element goes into the construction of tables of benefits; and 
that is the maturity of the policies. When we made up our present table 
we were convinced that the public was enamored of endowments. Our In- 
dustrial business has been issued for 10 years, as you know, mainly upon 
Endowment tables—Increasing Life and Endowment policies and Twenty- 
year Endowments forming a very large proportion, in some years over 90 
per cent., of our total business. One disadvantage of this table has been 
Our children’s Increasing Life and

years and upwards according to age at issue. Compared with the Whole 
Life tables issued by other companies these have made necessary the ac- 
cumulation of an increase of many millions of dollars in reserve. Unthink- 
ing persons come to the conclusion that this piles up the wealth of the Com- 
pany, forgetting that along with the increase of assets runs the increase 
of liabilities, and that the wealth of a company consists in its surplus; and

ing Life and Endowment table. At age 20 the increase is over 9 per cent 
and over 23 per cent respectively; at age 30 the increase is nearly 6 per cent 
and nearly 20 per cent respectively; at age 40 the increase is 2 per cent 
and over 13 per cent respectively and so on. And in comparing these ta- 
bles with our present Whole Life tables (and with those of most of the other 
[Industrial companies) it must not be forgotten that these old tables provide 
for payment of premium during the whole of life, while under our new ta- 
bles payment of premiums ceases at age 75. 

We have increased the immediate benefits under all of these policies in 
accordance with the rule we made retroactive this year, to half-benefits 
during the first six months and full benefits thereafter. 

We have introduced into all of these policies new features in the way 
of surrender values. Paid-up policies will be granted after three years in- 
stead of five; extended insurance will be granted after three years at the 
option of the holder, and cash surrenders will be paid after 10 years. The 
policies will be in new and attractive forms, with three pages instead of 
two, in order to set forth all of the concessions, making the rights of the 
policy-holders so plain that anyone will be able to tell what he is entitled 
to. And the whole contract will be expressed in the policy, doing away en- 
tirely with the necessity of a copy of the application, using the form In this 
respect for all policies which we adopted many years ago for policies under 
$300. ° 

ORDINARY DEPARTMENT. 

One of the most striking results of the Armstrong Investigation was the 
adoption of a provision restricting expenses for the first year of the life of 
the policy. And what is most interesting as well as complimentary to the 
METROPOLITAN is the fact, which appeared in the newspaper discussion 
at the time of the adoption of the report and bills, that this restriction by 
law was justified by the experience of this company in the matter of ex- 
pense as shown by an analysis of its annual reports. It is true that this 
Company kept its expenses almost Within the limit prescribed by the new 
statute. But the statute is a penal one and we cannot run any risk of over- 
running the limit of expense. This necessitates a reduction of commissions, 
but the reduction will be very much less than that made necessary by the 
companies issuing participating policies. This Company will not issue after 
this year any other fhan non-partictpating policies. In fact, in the true 
sense of the term, we hate not issued any other for nearly fifteen years; 
for, as we have often explained, the Intermediate and Special'Class policies 
were based upon stock or a non-participating loading and the dividends 
promised, if earned, were expected to be derived from the mortality. These 
policies were entirely novel and we had little experience to guide us. The 
Intermediate policies were based upon our Industrial table of mortality and 
were designed for Industrial risks, who could afford to pay annual instead 
of weekly premiums; and the mortality of such a class could not be fore- 
told. Tne Special Class policies were for sub-standard risks, as to which the 
mortality could not be accurately predicted. What we undertook to do was 
to pay back to the policy holders the gain from such improvement in mortal- 
ity over the expected as should be actually experienced. As participating 
policies are based upon a higher or su-called mutual loading, out of which divi- 
dends are expected to be earned, we claim that our Intermediate and Special 
Class policies based upon a stock loading were in principle non-participating. 
All of our other policies in the Ordinary Department were by their terms 
non-participating. The law has justified us in the principles we adopted 15 
years ago, and today the Armstrong laws and the similar ones prepared for 
other states are a vindication of the METROPOLITAN principles in which 
you have been trained. We have now an experience of Intermediate end 
Special Class risks which enable us to prepare non-participating tables. ‘I'he 
tables of premiums as to these policies have heretofore been completely re- 
adjusted. We think you will find them most attractive. 


We realize that we shall henceforth have more competition in non- 
participating policies. Other companies have announced their purpose to 
restrict their issue to this form. We have therefore thought it in your 
— as well as our own and jn the tnt erest of the public, which is su- 
perior to both, to use a part of the reduction of commission to effect some 
reduction of premium. New tables have been prepared which we think 
will. be attractive to our customers a nd which, therefore, will be profitable 
to vou. In adjusting these commi« sions we have thought it only just bs 
restore to the Superintendents an interest in them whic h we were compelled 
to withdraw a few years ago and w hich, you remember, the Vice- seiaiaae 
promised at the tiMe to restore w hen we should be able to arrange it 
mare we have also recognized the good work of Assistant Superintendents by 
Siving them an interest in the wor k of their agents. We realize faite te 
duties of Superintendents and Assis tants ‘eciiahiiiee hs saeeeeceae a

training of Industrial agents in the work.of the Ordinary Department. We 
want all of our agents to be all-around insurance men. Our Superintendents 
and Assistdnts have imposed upon them as a duty the supervision, the con- 
Stant help and enct uragement and the education of thelr agents. We 
have Made it an interest as well as a duty. \ 

Our new policies will be found most attractive in-form and even more 
attractive in substance. They contain all of the advantages and conces- 
sions which we can afford to give and which the public have a right to ex- 
pect. The surrender values will be found to be generous and take the op- 
tional forms of extended insurance, paid-up insurance and cash. They are 
the standard forms of the New York Department, the work of experts 
which has legislative approval. They are as plain to the understanding as 
they can be made. We have discont inued Many plans ag unnecessary, We 
shall issue Ordinary Life, Limited Payment, Endowment and Term. plans; 
and we have applied for permission and hope to issue in addition three 
plans which the public have stamped with their approval—namely, the Op- 
tional Life or Endowment, under a new name, the Modified. Endowment 
with Life Option; the Guaranteed Dividend, also under a new and more 
descriptive name, the Guaranteed I ncreased Endowment; eid the Reduced 
Premium Life under its new name, Life with Reduced Premium after 
Years. 

Gentlemen, we are entitled to say that the Armstrong Investigation was 
a vindication of the methods and practices of the METROPOLITAN LIFE.
